MINISTER GETS 
MANDAMUS. 
DEFENDANTS TO 
PAY COSTS.

MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
Em JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


UDGMENT was delivered in favour of the 
Minister for Local Government in his 
J} application against the Sligo Corporation 
for an order to make absolute a conditional 
order of mandamus of the 21st December, 
1933,- directing the Sligo Corporation forth- 
with to appoint Mr. Sean O'Higgins, 1 Farn- 
ham street, Cavan, to the position of Town 
Clerk and Executive Sanitary Officer. The 
special defendants, all members of the Cor- 
poration, were directed to pay the costs. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, having gone into the 
history of the case, said that on the hearing 
of the motion to have the conditional order 
made absolute, counsel, on behalf of the 
Corporation and the special defendants, ad- 
mitted that the Act is mandatory in its terms 
and that the Corporation is bound to appoint 
the person recommended by the Commis- 
sioners—i.e., Sean O’Higgins. But counsel 
contended that that Court should not issue an 
order of mandamus to enforce the making of 
such appointment in the particular circum- 
stances of this case. It was alleged in the 
affidavits filed on behalf of the defendants 
that members of. an organisation called the 
Knights of Columbanus endeavoured to 1in- 
fluence the Commissioners and to secure that 
the Commissioners should recommend a mem- 
ber of that organisation for the office in ques- 
tion, and that one gentleman connected with 
that organisation had interviewed the Minister 
and strongly protested against the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bradshaw, and, on the Minister 
stating that he had nothing whatever to do 
with the matter, as it was in the hands of 
the Commissioners, that the same gentleman 
handed. the Minister a letter and asked the 
Minister to send it to the Commussioners, 
which the Minister did. 

It was further alleged in these affidavits 
that the three persons originally nominated 
by the Commissioners were members of the 
said organisation, and that Mr. Bradshaw 
was as well, if not better, qualified for the 
position in question than any of them. In 
these circumstances, counsel for the defen- 
dants said that the granting of a mandamus 
was discretionary; that there “was a real 
likelihood that’ the Commissioners were 


_biassed; and that, as the Court would quash 


on certiorari an order made by a District 
Justice if there were reasonable grounds for 


| believing that he was influenced by bias, so, 


in this case, it should refuse to enforce by 
mandamus the recommendation of the Com- 
missioners. 


FACTS INSUFFICIENT.

ut I am satisfied that the facts de- 
posed to in the affidavits are quite insufficient 
to afford any reasonable grounds for such 
belief. Any bias that is disclosed is not bias 
in the Commission, and the arguments based 
on the existence of bias in the Commissioners, 
therefore. fails. The Court cannot entertain 
the question whether the person reconimended 
by the Commissioners was, in fact, the person 
best qualified for the position. Counsel for 
the defendants also contended that, unless the 


Commissioners made the recommendation 
within six months from the-date when the 
office became vacant, such recommendation 


was inoperative. This argument was based 
on the fact that Section 5, which authorises a 
local authority to appoint a person to fill a 
vacant office, provides that such person shall 
hold office until a person is permanently 
appointed to such office, or the expiration of 
six months from such office becoming -vacant, 
whichever first occurs. I think counsel is right 
in saving that it. may be inferred from that 
section that the Legislature contemplated 
that a permanent appointment under Section 
6 would be made before the period of six 
months had expired, but I am not prepared 
to go further and hold that, unless a per- 
manent appointment under Section 6 is mada 
within the period, such appointment’ cannot 
be made at all. I am, therefore, of opinion 
that the cause shown in this case should be 
disallowed and the conditional order made 
absolute; that a peremptory order of 
mandamus issue, the costs to be paid by the 
special deiendants.’’ 


THE AFFIDAVITS. 


Mr. Justice O'Byrne, having quoted Sec- 
tions 5 and 6 of the Act, said:—‘‘ No doubt 
it was considered by the Legislature that 
a period of six months would be sufficient 
to havea permanent appointment made 
under Section 6, and <¢ccordingly the tem- 
porary appointment is limited to that period. 
But cases may arise, as in the present, where 
the permanent appointment is not made 
within that period, and I cannot see any 
reason for holding that the Legislature in- 
tended to make no provision for such cases. 
The language of Section 6 (4) seems to me 
to be clear and unequivocal. In its ordinary 
meaning it governs this case, and I see no 
good reason for qualifying it or limiting it in 
the manner suggested by Mr. Wood. To do 
so would involve a departure from the ordi- 
nary meaning of the words of the sub-section 
and would, in my opinion, to the extent of 
that departure, tend to defeat the manifest 
intention of the Act. I am, therefore, of 
opinion that this ground fails. In support of 
other grounds, a great number of affidavits 
have been filed. Considerable 
those affidavits must be excluded from con- 
sideration as having obviously been made 
from information, without any disclosure of 
the source of the information. In so far as 
they constitute legal evidence, they go to 
show that great efforts were made to secure 
the permanent appointment of Mr. Bradshaw. 
who had been temporarily appointed to the 
position under Section 5. 

“It is unnecessary for me to state in de- 
tail the various steps which were taken under 
the Act with the view of having an appoint- 
ment made. Ultimately, on 4th July, 1933. 
the Local Appointments Commissioners wrote 
to the presiding chairman of the Sligo Cor- 
poration, stating that, in compliance with 
the statutory request by the Corporation. the 
Commissioners recommended Sean 0 hUiginn 
for appointment as Town Clerk and Executive 
Sanitary Officer. It thereupon became the 
statutory duty the Corporation under 
Section 6 (4) of the Act to appoint Mr. 
0 hUiginn. This is not disputed by counsel 
on behalf of the Corporation. But it is 
alleged that the order of mandamus is dis- 
cretionary, and that the Court should not 
rometifag hit fable the Minister to do 
ci toe nequitable and improper. 

is Turther contended—and the object of 
the affidavits is to show—that the Appaint- 
ments Commissioners did not act. bona hide 
In making their recommendation, but acted 
under and by the intluence of the organisa- 
tion mentioned.

SEQUEL TO DISCOVERY OF 
COINS. 


Roman coins of the 4th century A.D., be- 
lieved to have been brought over by Roman 
Legionaries, have recently been discovered in 
Cheddar Gorge, Somerset, and a controversy 
has now arisen as to whether they should 
rightfuiy be surrendered to the Crown as 
treasure trove. 

(ne coin beariag the inscription ‘‘ Valen- 
inian the Second ” and on the reverse the 
letters ** F.R.O.B.,’’ is )n a remarkably fine 
state of preservation. The two others are 
silver and date from. about the year 320 
A.D 

Valentinian If. succeeded to the title of 
Emperor of the West on the death of his 
father in 375 A.D. At that time he was 
only four years old and shared the throne 
with his half-brother, Gratian. 

When the matter of rightful ownership 
was raised before Mr, W. G. Burrough, the 
Coroner at Cheddar, by Lord Weymouth, the 
discoverer of the coins, the Coroner said, that 
in the fulfilment of his duty, he would have 
to assure that they were sent to the Secre- 
tary of State for examination. 

An official of the Home Office, approached 
upon the subject, stated that treasure trove, 
according to official definitions, was “' trea- 
sure in gold, silver or bullion found con- 
cealed in a house or private property, the 
owner of which was unknown.” Thus, it 
seems likely that the coins vt econ 
Crown property.

The full reasons for the initials T.R.OB. 


inscribed on the reverse of the coin of Valet- 
timan IT.’s reign are not known for certain, 
but the “T.R.,” this expert said, is pro- 
bably an abbreviation for the name of the 
ancient Roman town of Treveri, or Treves, 
as it is known to-day, thus locating the coin. 
The “ 0.B.,” it is thought, stands for Obry 
Ziachus, the official rame of the officer “in

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MEASURING WITH CUPS

a spoon, but if accurate results are needed in 
cookery it is necessary to observe a few rules.

Two well-known architects have designed 
a bridge of the suspension type supported 
by two massive towers built in mid-stream. 
The towers, fourteen storeys high, would 
be equipped as a series of blocks of 
offices. he originators of the scheme 
claim that rents from the offices would 
amount to £80,000 per year. As the 
bridge would cost over a million pounds 
to construct, this yearly income would 
represent 6 per cent. on the capital outlay 


after allowing for heavy overheads. This 
would mean that the money could be 
raised without assistance from the rate- 


payer or the taxpayer. 


AN OLD CUSTOM. 

This system of raising the money for 
the construction of a bridge may have 
been suggested by the old custom of apply- 
ing the rents of houses on a bridge to the 
maintenance of the structure. That the 
latter is a very ancient custom is proved 
by a document which is, preserved in the 
Tower of London in the form of a letter 
addressed by King John to the Mayor and 
citizens of London in the year 1201. In 
the course of it he wills that the rents oi 
the several. houses which are to be built 
on London Bridge (then in process of 
erection) are to be devoted to “' repair, 
maintain and uphold the same.’’ Old 
London Bridge was a many-arched stone 
structure which from the year of its com- 
pletion (1209) until the year 1762 con- 
tinued to carry a double line of houses. 
In 1358 there were no less than 138 shops 
on the arches, bringing in rents amount- 
ing, in all, to £160. 

In medieval days bridges provided ideal 
sites for shops. Few cities which adjoined 


bridge, on which all traffic converged. 
Such traffic proceeded at a stately pace, so 
that wares dis layed by the shopkeepers 
were seen to advantage by the passers-by. 
Besides, there was a certain glamour about 
houses built of a bridge—the same lure 
which to-day attracts customers to the 


, closely-huddled shops on the Ponte Vecchio 


in Florence, to the Rialto in Venice, and 
to Pulteney Bridge at Bath. 


THE BOOKSELLERS. 
In its later years of existence the most 
notable traders on Old London Bridge were 
the booksellers. There was a notable 
absence of inns—probably because cellars, 
so essential to mino host, did not exist. 
Many of the traders catered for people from 
the country and for the lower classes, which 
accounts for the large numbers of ‘‘ haber- 
dashers of small wares’ who appear on 


the lists of the occupiers of shops there. 
Foreigners entering Paris during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 


usually crossed the Seine via the famous 
old Pont au Change. The houses which 
were built on it were largely occupied by 
money-changers, and, of course, by counter- 
feiters. The latter took advantage of the 
open windows overlooking the river when- 
ever the provost’s men raided for base 
coinage—a fact which was established by 
excavations on the site some years ago. 
Considerations other than those of 
finance sometimes led to the building of 
houses on bridges. Thus in Ireland there 
was the case of Baal’s Bridge at Limerick. 
This ancient structure was probably built 
in the fourteenth century. In the days 
before the siege, when Limerick was a 
walled fortress, building space within the 
Walls was scarce. To meet this difficulty 
the Earl of Shannon, to whom the bridge 
belonged, allowed two lines of houses to be 
built on it. Old prints show these pic- 
turesque three-storeyed buildings 


in use 
as shops. Some of them were still in 
existence when Baal’s Bridge was 


demolished in 1830. 


CHANTRY CHAPELS. 
Chantry chapels were frequently built on 
medieval bridges owing to the fact that 
ecclesiastical bodies in those days often 
undertook the building of bridges. Four 
such chantries now remain in England, of 
which two are still used for sacred purposes, 
and one (at St. Ives) is a museum. These 
chapels were almost invariably built on 
the central river piers, and were of stone. 
In the case of the dwelling-honses built 
In rows on the medieval bridges, the 
material most frequently used was timber. 
When, in the year 1621, an Act was 
passed requiring all the outer walls of 
London buildings to be of brick or stone. 
an exception was made in the case of the 
shops on London Bridge, because the 
latter could not support any considerable 
weight. These old timber houses were 
very subject to fires, so it in not surpris- 
ing to read that in the 
eighteenth century not alone were the 
dwellings removed from London Bridge, 
but also from bridges at Durham. Bristol 
Shrewsbury and Newcastle-on-Tyne. ' 


: BUILDING OVER WATER. 

Nowadays the materials of construction 
lend themselves to building over water 
much more readily than did the elemen- 
tary materials—timber and stone. For in. 
stance, had Lane’s Gallery been built over’ 
the Liffey, it would have been supported 
on reinforced concrete piles, instead of on 
stone arches. In this way greater weight 
could have been carried and less resist. 
ance offered to the flow of the water. 
Similarly, modern buildings can be made 
to look lighter and brighter by the ex- 
tensive use of large windows. The old 
bridge structures were dark and gloomy.

The most important difference, lrow- 
ever, between the old materials and the 
new results in the modern ability to erect 
very tall buildings. Thus, the towers 
e scheme referred to 
above for a new Waterloo Bridge would 
be 180 feet high, and only 50 feet wide, 
so that they would offer little obstruction 


to the river vista. 

These considerations indicate that the 
time is ripe for a revival of the uaint old 
custom of making bridges habitable. 
Whether .this proposal for Waterloo 
Bridge is adopted or not, it has aroused 
considerable interest. among engineers 
and it is quite possible that the coming 
years will see bridge history repeating

THE VOLUNTEER FORCE. 


When the debate was resumed on the vote

PART-TIME WORK. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said the 
Minister should have said something about 
the scandal of ‘part-time employment in the 
Post Office Last year hé reminded the 
Minister that there were 2,500 employés who 
worked on an average of lot more than thirty 
hours a week, and 1,100 persons who worked 
in the Post Office for not more than eighteen 
hours per week. Since last year very little 
change had been effected. In Dublin the posi- 
tion was deplorable. The Post Office em- 
ployed péople for three hours per day, recruit- 
ing then from the Labour Exchanges, and 
paid them 14s. 8d. a week, Under the new 
Unemployment Act these people could gét one 
pound per week whilst unemployed. 

He urged thie improvemént of the conditions 
of the postmen in the Waterford Post Office. 
These men were graded on the lowest postal 
audlification. He also urgéd the abolition of 
deliveries oí letters on Christmas Day. At 
one timé there weré seven posta! deliveries in 
Dublin,” Now there ate only three and the 
citizens of Dublin were not any worse for it.

A GALWAY POSTMAN. 

Mr. BRODRICK (U.I1.P., Galway) re- 
ferred to the appoittment of a postmafi in the 
County Galway, and ‘said that there were 
eight applicants for the position. One of these 
was a man of 32 years of age who had 15 
years’ serVice as a part-time official, and who 
was the solé support of a widowed mother 
Until four yeats ago thé valuation of his 
holding was 1s., and now it was £3 4s, 
Another applicant who was, he believed, a 
supporter of Fianna Fáil, had ten years’ ser- 
vicé, but, like the other man, he was turned 
down and the man who got the position was a 
man with 25 acres of land of £14 valuation, 
who had never carried a postbag in his life. 
One reason for his appointment was that he 
was a cousin of a Fianna Fail deputy for the 
county. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.LP., Roscommon) 
said that they had been told that there was 
a publicity’ campaign for popularising the 
telephone. If theré was such a campaign, it 
was being conducted in a very unobtrusive 
fashion, and he had seen no evidence of it. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr, BOLAND (Minister for Posts), reply- 
ing, said that there had been no Press 
publicity in connection with the development 
of the telephones, but there had been canvass- 
ing, and that was always going on. ‘He would 
like to extend the telephone facilities to every 
part of thé country, but the Department was 
not free to spend as much money as it wished 
to spend, 

‘In reference to the case mentioned by 
Deputy Broderick, he (the Minister) was 
not aware at the time that the appointment 
was made that the man was a pelative of a 
Fianna Fail deputy.

With ‘reference to the request for the 
extension of the service in rural areas beyond 
7 o'clock in the evening and ‘on Sundays, this 
had been tried’ in a few areas, and it had 
been found that there was very little demand 
for it. If there were any special cases the 
Department would give them sympathetic 
consideration.

THE INCREASE IN LICENCES. 


_ Moving a vote of $38,796 for the broadcast- 
ing service for the year 1934-1935, the 
MINISTER (Mr. Boland) said that it com- 
prred with £43,550 for 19335:1934, a decrease 
of £4,734, due mainly to the cost of erection 
of the higher power station having beén 
tleared last year. 

The revenue from wireless receiving licences 
last year amburited to approximately £26,000, 
and fees froin advertiséments and miscél- 
laneous receipts about £22,000. 

The direet expenditure on the broadcasting 
service out of all rates last year amounted to 
about £53,250, including £4,000 for the com- 
pletion of the high power station. 

The number of wireless reveiving licences 
issued Jast year was 50,500, an increase of 
17,071 over the previous year. Special inspectors 
had been employed for somé time in rowtid- 
ing up licence defaulters, and there were 3£0 
Brosecutions during the year. The revenue 
rom licence fees in the year 1934-35 was 
estimated at £30,000, representing 60,000 
licences. The growth of licences was likely 
to coritinue for several years before a satura- 
tion point was reached. 


WIRELESS PROGRAMMES. 

As regards programmes six concerts were 
given by the Symphony Orchestra of the 
Dublin Station; all the concerts of the Dublin 
Philharmonic Sociéty were broadcast, and the 
Station Opera Company performed a number 
of operas. <A promising development had 
been the number of programmes rélayed from 

rovincial centres, including Cork, Limerick.

PRESIDENT’S BROADCAST. 

Mr. CURRAN (U.1., Tipperary) said one 
of the few farmers in Ireland who could still 
afford a listening-in set listened to the Presi- 
dent’s broadcast on St. Patrick’s Day, and 
was so annoyed by his references to the 
prosperity of the farmer that, unable to 
interrupt, he relieved his feelings by kicking 
his wireless set about the room. (Latighter.) 

Mr. F. MacDERMOT asked if wireless was 
being used for political purposes in the 
country. It was, he understood, not supposed 
to be used for that purpose, but addresses 
were being broadcast which were political in 
their tendency. If that were going to con- 
tinue, they ought to see that all shades of 
opinion had an oppertunity of expressing 
their views over -the radio. 

Mr. BOLAND said that he did not agree 
that there had been political addresses. The 
President in his message to America did not 
say the farmers were prosperous. ‘There was 
nothing that the President of the State had 
said that he hutl not the right to say.

TRANSPORT BILL, 


The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE: introduced the second reading 
of the Transport Bill, winch, he: said, con- 
sisted of miscellaneous amendments to the 
Transport Act of 1933. One of those was to 
permit carriers’ certificates’ to be granted to 
200 persons who had otnitted through dis- 
regard or ignorance of the regulations to 
apply before the appointed day. If the 
number were much smaller than 200, one 
might be inclined to say that they had only 
themselves to blame, as the date for the 
receipt of applications had already been ex- 
tended by ‘six months. However, it was 
proposed to extend the date to Ist April. 
That would enable the late claims to be dealt 
with. but it was not. proposed to allow any 
additional claims. 

Another section would’ permit the defini- 
tion of a lorry to be applied to passenger 
vehicles being used for the carriage of news- 
papers. 

The second reading was passed and the 
Committee stage fixed for Wednesday next. 


AGRICULTURAL BILL. 


After a short discussion the Agricultural 
(Amendment) Bill passed se¢oiid reading. 

The MINISTER (Dr; Ryan) explained. that 
it amended Section 18 of the principal Act 
to the effect that where a person is appointed 
during any half-yearly period to fill a casual 
vacancy on a Committee of Agriculture contri- 
butions would be payable to such person ‘in 
respect of his attendance at meetings held 
after the date of his appointment and before 
the end of such half-yearly period if he had 
attended at least half of such’ meetings. 

Another amendment made by the bill was 
that no person resident outside the functional 
area of a Committee of Agriculture would be 
entitled to the benefit of agticultural schemes. 

It was also proposéd under the hill ‘that 
the Borough of Dún Laoghaire would be 
deemed not to be a county electoral area of 
the County Dublin. 

The Committee stage was fixed for Wed. 
nesday next, to which day the Dáil adjourned.

DEARER STEEL IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


EFFECT OF NEW 
ARRANGEMENT. 


The Irish Free State will pay éxtra for steel 
in the near future. The increase in price 
will follow the fofmation of nn English Stee! 
Cartel, etmbracing all British steel makers, 
similar to the International Steel Cartel, 
which controls all Continental steel, and has 
its headquarters at Brussels. A working 
agreement has been reached between these 
two groups, resultinz in the allocation of 
particular countries to each group and the 
consequént fixing of prices. : 

The Irish Free State has been allocated to 
the British steel rolling mills, so that German 
and Belgium supplies will cease. 

At the moment English steel imported into 
the Free State is subjected to a 20 per cent. 
emergency duty, which will, no doubt, have 
to be paid by the consumer after the Cartel 
has commenced operations, Belgium and 
German firms are at present supplying 75 
per cent. of the Free Stite’s steal ei 
ments. It is costing £7 15s. per ton ¢.i.f. 
Dublin, while British steel 1s costing £8 16s. 
per ton c.i.f. Dublin, plus the 20 per cent. 
emergency duty. 

Mr. H. D. Pearson, of Messrs. Smith and 
Pearson, Ltd., Ossory road, told an /rish 
Times representative that this new combina- 
tion will certainly affect, the steel trade in the 
Free State. It would; he said, restrict busi- 
ness. Unless the Government cotild do some- 
thing. there would be no 6ption but to buy 
from the British Cartel and pass the payment 
made in duty on to the consumer.

Posts and Telegraphs, . 

Mr. Boland, who introduced the vote for 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs in 
the Dáil yesterday, gave an account of the 
Department’s work which is fairly satis- 
factory in all but one respect. The postal 
services, as a whole, show a profit of 
£17,357. This profit, however, is consider- 
ably below that of the previous year, which 
was £66,947 ; and yet it might have reached 
a considerable figure if the telegraph 
service had not proved to be so very un- 
remunerative. The ordinary postal acti- 
vities, with an income of £1,519,122 and an 
expenditure of £1,424,524, show a hand- 
some profit of £94,598. Telephones show a 
surplus of £41,613, but the joint surplus of 
£136,000 is almost swallowed up by the 
relatively huge deficit on the telegraph 
services—£118,854.. Partly, this may be 
accounted for by the severe snowstorm of 
last year, which caused damage to the 
extent of £28,000, and partly, also, by the 
fact that the telephone is making progress 
at the telegraph’s expense. At the same 
time, there is no doubt that the plight of 
telegraph services in the Free State is in 
great part due to excessive charges. 
small country such as ours the cost of 
administration is relatively greater than 
in a large one, and we cannot grumble 
legitimately if our services cost us a little 
more than those of Great Britain. Tele- 
grams, however, cost us more than we have 
any right to expect ; for not only are they 
fifty per cent, more expensive to send than 
they were before the Treaty, but there is 
an additional charge for delivery in rural 
areas. It is little wonder, then, that the 
Department has defeated its own ends— 
instead of getting additional revenue from 
the telegraph services, it has pushed the 
charges beyond the limit where the law of 
diminishing returns begins to take effect. 
Certainly, there is a natural tendency in 


the telephone, and this is to be observed in 
the Free State also.

The English Grid. 


England has not been 
Ireland to appreciate the benefits of large- 
scale electrification. The first 
the great grid, which covers 
the whole of the country, was erected in 
1928, and the last of the 26,000 towers 
was put in place Jast autumn. In 
final form the grid includes, roughly, 
4.000 miles of transmission, and all the 
lines are now in operation. The Central 
Electricity Board—whose functions 
respond generally to those of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board in the Free State— 
has assumed control of the electricity 
supply of about three-quarters of the 
country. During 1935 the output of 
electricity by authorised undertakings in 
Great Britain amounted to more than 
13,554,000,000 units, which represents an 
increase of 87 per cent. on the output of 
7,247,000,000 units in 1926, the year in 
which Parliament ‘decided to co-ordinate 
the electrical systems and passed legisla- 
tion to establish the grid. During the 
period of the depression, says the latest 
report of the Central Electricity Board, 
nearly all countries have, shown a decline 
in the consumption of current. ‘The Free 
State may congratulate herself that she is 
an exception, together with Great Britain, 
Holland and Russia. In the matter of 
finance, however, the Shannon Scheme 
has not borne comparison. Whereas the 
English undertaking has shown a modest, 
but gratifying, profit on its first year of 
general trading, the Electricity Supply 
Board on this side of the Channel had 
to work for several years before it could 
yield a satisfactory return. Fortunately 
for the Free Siate taxpayer, the Board’s 
latest report suggested that the tide had 
begun to turn, and we may hope that the 
improvement will be maintained and 
strengthened. England,- after all, with 
her large population and colossal indus- 
tries, was in a ripe state for electrical 
development. The Free State had to 
start almost at scratch.

Spring’s Delay. 

The oldest inhabitant of any village, if 
asked his views about the weather, will 
reply unhesitatingly that it is not what it 
used to be in his young days. Recalling 
the time when summers really were hot and 
winters cold, he will leave one with the 
impression that this is a degenerate age, 
and that the Clerk of the Weather has been 
replaced by some official who does not know 
his business. There are times when we 
are disposed to contest this point of view. 
Was not last summer, we ask, as torrid as 
any that the reign of Queen Victoria could 
provide, and did not the great snowstorm 
which went before it compare very favour- 
ably with those supplied in the good old 
days? We are silenced immediately, how- 
ever, by the rejoinder that all this may be 
true, but that there is still the matter of 
spring to be considered. Recent investiga- 
tions, indeed, show that spring is getting 
later and later. This is the fifth suc- 
cessive year in which spring’s coming has 
been delayed, and the meteorologists are at 
a loss for the reason. Fruit-growers do not 
mind ; for a late spring suits them, but the 
farmers are both, puzzled and indignant ; 
for an early spring reduces the feeding 
costs of cattle and gives corn a good start. 
They look to spring to provide them with 
warmth or moisture, but either one com- 
modity or the other has been denied to them 
since 1929. Perhaps the next few years will 
remedy this state of affairs, but by that 
time, no doubt, the laudatores tem poris 
acti will be pointing out some other 
delinquency of twentieth-century weather.

Allegations of enmity between M. 
Prince, the murdered magistrate, and M 
Pressard, the former Public Prosecutor, 
are contained in a, lengthy memorandum 
handed to the Minister of Justice to-day 
by Madame Prince and her son, Raymona. 

Contrary to M. Pressard’s declaration 
before the Commission of Inquiry yester 
day, that relations between himself and M 
Prince were excellent, the memorandurs 
quotes M. Prince as having said: 
‘ Between Pressard and myself there 1s 
deadly hatred.’’ . 

The Prince family argue in their 
memorandum that the suicide theory is un- 
tenable, and that the only motive for the 
crime must have been to prevent from 
coming to light culpabilities in the Public 
Prosecutor's Department, which failed to 
take action on two damning police reports 
against Stavisky, and allowed nineteen 
adjournments of the case. ; 

A similar point of view was voiced to- 
day by M. Rabut, the Dijon magistrate 
in charge of the investigations. “ I am 
not alone in considering that M. Prince 
was murdered,” he declared, and pointed 
out that the condition of the liver showed 
that an irritating volatile substance 
causing unconsciousness must have been 
inhaled two hours before death.

MEN LEAVE ICE-FLOE 
LASHED TO WINGS 
From Revter's Conaestonvent. 

MOSCOW, Thursday. 


a HERE was general rejoicing in Moscow 
and throughout the U.S.S.R. to-day 
when the news was broadcast that a 
further twenty-two survivors of the Soviet 
exploration steamer Chelyuskin (which 
sank on February 13th) had been rescued 
from the ice-floe on which they were 
marooned, | 
The twenty-two were rescued by aero- 
plane, and already the airmen who carried 


| out the rescue flights are being hailed as 


heroes by the Press. 

It is expected that the remaining six, 
who are still at the ice-floe camp, will 
reach safety before morning. 

The rescuing airmen mada frequent 
round trips between the camp and the 
mainland, taking advantage of the fair 
weather and the absence of headwinds. 
They carried only a few passengers on 
each trip, because the cabins were filled 
with fruits and varieus other provisions 
and equipment. . 

In many cases. passengers, Warmly 
wrapped up against the cold, were lashed 
to the wings of the aeroplanea. 


A WELCOME FEAST. 


When the first machines arrived on the 

ice-floe, the marooned men cheered wildly 
and later feasted with the airmen on the 
fresh provisions, which were the first they 
had had for a month. 
One aeroplane, piloted by Molokoff, is 
only meant to carry cight, but on one 
flight he squeezed in two more in the 
freight compartment in the bottom of t’ a 
fuselage. 

The pilot Slepnev spent two nights i 
the camp. On one night the ice started 
cracking and breaking up under the aero- 
plane. At this the alarm was sounded, 
and all hands turned out and dragged the 
machine to safety. 

The rescued men have been taken to 
Cape Vankaren. From there they will go 
to Providence Bay, where all is in readi- 
ness for their reception and care. 

Of the original ninety castaways, eighty- 
four have now been brought back to 
safety after two months’ camping in the 
Arctic Circle. | 

The Chelyuskin sank after being 
crushed by ice 155 miles from Cape 
Syevernol, near Wrangel Island. Before 
she went down, the expedition had just 
time enough to unload emergency food 
supplies, tents, sleeping bags, an aero- 
plane, and a wireless set, with which they 
set up camp on the ice-floe. A number of 
women and children in the exploration 
party was able to be rescued in the early 
days of isolation, but many difficulties 
have had to be contended with in subse- 
quent attempts at rescue.

Shortly before 11 o'clock last night a voung 
man named William Morley, of 10 Kickham 
road, Inchicore, was taken into Steevens’s 
Hospital, Dublin, suffering from a shot wound 
in his chest, 

It was stated that he had been out walking 
near the bank of the Grand Canal at Bally- 
fermot, Chapelizod, when he was wounded. 
Two men took him to the hospital and left 
immediately after passing him into the charge 
of the nurses. 

The wound appeared to have been caused 
either by an air-gun or rook rifle, and the 
doctors at the hospital are of the opinion 
that the buile, or pellet is still in Morley’s 
body. if, on further examination this 
morning, this proves to be the case, he will 
be operated upon. 

Police and detectives, under the charge of 
Superintendent O'Connor, of Kilmainham, 
immediately went to the hospital, but the 
doctors declined to allow the patient to be 
interviewed. A visit was also made to Bally- 
fermot, but 1t is understood that no clues 
as to how Morley received his wound were 
discovered. A further search of the district 
will be made to-day, when the police hope 
to be able to get a statement from the 
wounded man.

AUCTIONEER STRUCK 
BY CROWD.

THURLES, Thursday, 


XCITING scenes were seen here to-day 
when three horses seized from local 
farmers for non-payment of rates were ; It 
up for auction by Superintendent R. 
Muldoon, Civic Guards. For some t .ne 
prior to the sale farmers from several 
miles around Thurles converged on the 
sale ground, and by the time the sale 
started about three hundred people were 
present, many of them wearing blue shirts. 
About thirty Civic Guards and twelve 
members of the detective force wer» 
present. As the debt in each case was 
under £5 the Civic Guards had to make 
seizures themselves and carry out tlie 
sale. 
When the first horse was put up for 
sale the Superintendent said that there 
was a bid of 10s., and shortly afterwards 
a bid of £1 was announced. There was 
almost continuous cheering from the crowd 
and cries of “ Who is the bidder? ”’. 


BRIDLE INCIDENT. 


When the second horse was brought in 
the same process was. repeated; and “the 
animal was sold for £1 also. When the 
third was led in, a good-looking ha!f-bred 
filly, the cheering was exceptionally loud. 
and a continuous din was kept up. Ths 
son of the owner, Jack Harty, Bally- 
voneen, stated that the bridle was his, and 
proceeded to take it off the horse. Two 
Civic Guards rushed towards the animal. 
but Harty succeeded in pulling off the 
bridle. A Civic Guard sergeant held the 
animal by a rope round its head, but ‘t 
got frightened, and the crowd yelled 


vociferously and approached the rate col- | 


lector, Mr. James Kinane, who was struck 
several blows and had his hat knocked off. 

Theie were cries of ‘‘ We'll see this is 
your last seizure ’’ and cheers, and it was 
impossible to hear whether a bid was made 
or not. Superintendent Muldoon told a 
Press representative that the animal was 
sold for £4 10s. 

The horse was then taken away, and 
the crowd marched in procession to the 
Main street, where they were addressed 
by Colonel Jerry Ryan, Martin Meagher, 
Suirside, Templemore, and John Brennan, 
Forest, Templemore. - It was announced 
that a “ Victimisation Fund ” had been 
formed. Three other horses were procured, 
on which the three farmers mounted, and 
rode through the town, followed by a 
cheering crowd, 


SHOT IN THE NIGHT. 


An attempt was made last night to 
shoot the three horses. The wires sur- 
rounding the pound yard were cut, and 
somebody entered the stable. 

The horses, however, survived their 
wounds. When exhibited at the sale two 
of the horses were bleeding from the 
nostrils, the blood coming from a wound 
in the forehead, but very few persons 
noticed the wounds.

MARKING OF 
EXPORTS TO U.S.A. 


DECISION OF AMERICAN 
TREASURY. 


The Treasury Depariment, Washington, 


D.C,., has arrived at a decision, which is | 


of great importance to all Saorstat ex- 
porters, regarding the proper marking of 
goods for export to the United States of 
America.’ The decision in question 1s 
known as ‘Treasury Decision 46,865, 


approved ‘on January 31, 1934, to take | 


effect 90 days after its publication, the 
date of publication being February 8, 
1934. The decision amends Article 509 
(b) of the Customs Regulations of 1951 to 
read as follows :— 
‘“(b) The marking required by Sec- 
tion 304 shall include the name of the 
country of origin. The name of” a 


sub-division, such as a kingdom, prin- | 
cipality, State or province, or of a | 


city, within the country of origin is 
not alone sufficient. The term 
‘country ” as wsed in Section 304 is 
held to mean the political entity 
known as a nation. However, 
colonies, possessions, or protectorates 
outside the boundaries of a mother 
country shall be considered separate 
countries. '' 

Heretofore in some cases it was con- 
sidered sufficient to have the goods marked 
with the name of the capital of the country 
from which imported, such as~- Dublin, 
Warsaw, London, Paris, etc., and also in 
some cases the name of a prinzpai'ty. 
State or province was considered sufficient. 
However, the above quoted amendment 
makes it clear that the goods must be 
marked with the name of the country of 
origin. Goods incompletely or improperly 
marked will be subject to an additional! 
duty of 10 per cent., which is added as 
a penalty te whatever duty is assessed on 
the importation. This 10 per cent. 
penalty is assessed also on importations 
where there is no duty charge, and in any 
event the goods must be properly marked 
before they can be released from Customs’ 
custody in. the United States. 


BRITAIN’S WAR DEBT

SIR ARTHUR BALFOUR’S 


SUGGESTION. 


Sir Arthur Balfour, who landed at 
Southampton last night from New York, 
told a reporter: ‘‘ Unless a good-wil! 
settlement of war debts is at once faced 
they will go by default. 

“I have always held that a good-will! 
settlement between Great Britain and the 
United States is possible and essential. 
We could pay about two hundred million 
dollars in full settlement, but we should 
have to float a Dollar Loan in the United 
States. Our credit is good enough for that 
purpose.”’

HOUSING PROBLEM AND 
PLOT-HOLDING. 

HE thirteenth .annual congress of the 
45 Irish Allotment Holiders' Association was 
held at the Engineers’ Hall, Gurditer’s 
Row, Dublin, last night, ce 
Mr. Thomas Shaw, RUS, the President, 
who occupied the chair; said that the ultimate 
solution of the bHA8L oí problem lay 
not in doles or other forms of temporary 
relief, but rather in a movement of the people 
from the crowded city to the agricultural 
districts. While thanking the Government 
for their recognition of the soundness of the 
association’s policy, it was only right to state 
that their experience of the attitude of local 
authorities towards the allotment movement 
was difficult to understand. With the solitary 


Allotments* Act of 1926 had been rendered 
nugatory by every local authority in the 
country. They were convinced that until such 
amendments were embodied in the Act as 
would render the duty of these bodies 
obligatory, instead of discretionary, in acquir- 
ing land for allotments where a demand 
existed, not alone would the development of 
the movement be retarded, but even the 
Government scheme would be jeopardised. 

Another matter requiring alltention was the 
ommission from the Act of a section com- 
vellng owners or lessors of Jands in the 
building or other purposes specified in the 
Act of 1926, to provide alternative-land for 
the plotholders about to be evicted. 


THE REPORT. ) 

The report of the Secretary, Mr. PD. 
McDonnell, showed that the membership to 
date was 1,200—an increase of over 400 from 
last year. The administration of the. scheme 
to provide plots for unemployed men at a 
nominal figure had proved very successful. 

This year the Association was able to make 
250 allotments available for the scheme in 
the Dublin district. 


THE ADVANCE OF THE BUILDER.

The number of plots at present 
was Slightly over 1,000. Ail realised the 
urgency and gravity of the housing problem, 
and, much as they wished plotholding to be 
a ‘success, they would, he was 
prepared to give up these plots if it meant 
the provision of the housing accommodation 
which was so badly needed. 


SUITABLE LAND, 

The Corporation would find it almost im- 
possible to secure land, even for a period of 
five. vears, for plotholders because of the rate 
of speeding up ef housing schemes. If the 
plotholders' wished to obtain grounds on 
which they could hope to remain in un- 
disturbed possession for a period of from five 
to ten years, they must look for it in districts 
unlikely to be réquired for housing develop- 
ment for some time, and this could only be 
found outside the present city boundary. 

He emphasised that the number of allot- 


ments to be provided for the unemployed in | 


future years would, to a large extent, depend 
on the possibility .of acquiring suitable land 
at a reasonable: price. It would have to be 
convenient to the city, unless cheap transport 
{facilities could be made available. He sug- 
gested the appointment of a special committee 
to consider the programme for 1935, with 
whom the City Manager could co-operate 
wholeheartedly. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Rowe. 


THE ELECTIONS. 

There were three nominations for the

MORTARITY AMONG ‘LAMBS. 


For three days rain - as faHen almost in- 
cessantly in the Bast of Scotland, and for 
the first time for eighteen months it has 
caused extensive flooding, aeir amóng 
lambs has been exceptionally high. 

The Cowie and Carron Rivers overflowed 
their banks yesterday, and water from the 
Carron flooded parts of Stonehaven 
(Kincardineshire) to a depth of nearly two 
feet. Shops in some streets were compelled 
to olose and both shopkeepers and 
house oceupiers had to barricade doors. 
Ladders had to be used by. many people 
to get in and out of their premises by the 
upper window. It was the first time that 
the Carron had been known to overflow, 
and a further rise in the flood was pre 
vented by both the Carron and Cowie 
making new outlets through the beach to 
the sea. 

A blizzard of snow and sleet is still 
raging in the Ballater district, where 
glen roads are blocked with snow, The 
rivers are rising rapidly. 

A message from Alnwick, Northumber- 
land, says that considerable damage. to 
property and stock. hfs been caused 
through the flooding AA road at 
Alnmouth subsidéd, leaving two big 
craters. Through the pressure of water 4 
bank gave way, and the flood tore down a 
telegraph pole. Cottages afd gardens 
were flooded, and one cottagér awoké to 


room. In another ease Aa Woman who 
jumped out ot bed found be ies knee- 
deep in water and the house flooded.

TARANTE DISQUALIFIED. 


UNPOPULAR DECISION IN FAVOUR 


OF LEN 


HARVEY.

EN HARVEY, the holder of the British 
Heavy-weight and Light Heavy-weight 
titles and the Heavy-weight Champion- 

ship of the British Empire, was hooted out 
of the ring at the Royal Albert Hall, London 
last night. Jimmie Tarante, the coloured 
American, was adjudged by Mr. Jim Kenrich, 
the referee, to have fouled Harvey half-way 
through the fifth round of a twelve rounds’ 
contest. 

The crowd, an unusually large one, was in 
two minds about Mr. Kenrich’s decision. 
Harvey directly he received the blow dropped 
to his knees and held his right hand to his 
head. It seemed obvious that he could not 
get to his feet in time to beat the count, and 

r. Kenrich immediately went across and 
called upon the ster of Cerémonies to 
announce that Tarante had been disqualified 
for hitting low. 

' “SPECTATORS DISSATISFIED. 

When the announcer stepped into the ring 
the spectators refused to give him a hearing. 
Harvey’s seconds—there were five of them— 
ran across to their man and lifted him to his 
feet, while the announcer wag, striving to 
make his voice heard above the din of 
cheers, cat-calls and boos. One of Harvey's 
seconds was so incensed that he started to go 
across to Tarante’s corner, but Harvey s 
trainer, Wally May, pulled him back in time 
to avert an awkward scene. 

Tarante, who looked bewildered, directly 
he had donned his dressing-gown- went over 
to Harvey s corner to shake him by the 
hand. The fight, which was at catch-weights 
and involved no title, was not a 
thrilling. Tarapte went for the body right 
from the start, but he found in Harvey’s 
defence something better than he had ever 
encountered before. Harvey, whose 371st fight 
this was, has earned the distinction of being 
the first British boxer to defeat Tarante, who, 
it is understood, has been matched already 
to meet Eddie Peirce, the South African 
Cruiser-weight, at thé Ring, London, towards 
the end of this month. ~ 


THE FIGHT DESCRIBED. 


ROUND ONE. 

Tarante leapt from his corner and got iu 
blow# to the body. They clinched for a time, 
until Harvey whipped in two lefts to the 
coloured man’s cane. The referee sag “Y 
the fight and spoke to Tarante, who had 
swung a couple of lefts rather low. The 
champion at long distance scored as he liked, 
and whenever Tarante tried to open out with 
both hands Harvey pushed him away w-th a 
straight left. Harvey missed by a fraction 
with a great right-hand punch to the jaw 
just before the end of the round. Five times 
in éuccession Harvey scored with his straight 
left, and he clipped Tarante with a neat lei 
hook. , 

ROUND TWO. 

Again the coloured man got to close 
quarters, and he got home one short-arm 
punch to the stomach. Harvey was very 
cool, and, as usual, waited for his man to 
attack, The champion failed badly with a 
right swing, and a left swing was also wide 
of the mark. So far there had been little 
heavy punching, and it was Tarante who 
enlivened the fight with two left swings to 
the head. Harvey cleverly countered the 
American’s punches, and he drove in a 
capital feft hook which shook Tarante, who 
was again cautioned in this round, when a 
left swing caught Harvey in the stomach. 

ROUND THREE. 

Tarante seemed eager to fight at close 
quarters, arid Harvey, with a straight left, 
began ta score heavily, and sent in a smash- 
ing right-hand punch to the head, Tarante 
boxed with a crouch, but he showed that he 
lacked variety, and Harvey seemed to be the 
master. Coming away from a clinch Harvey

sent in two wild swings, which went over 
Harvey’s head. 
ROUND FOUR. 

Tarante was the first to land with a light 
left to Harvey's body, and thei he forced the 
champion against the ropes to score with 
further punches. Harvey got his Jéft working 
again, and straight into Tarante’s face went 
the smashing punches. Tarante weaved and 
bobbed, but & could not prevent Harvey from 

iling up points. A heavy body blow hurt 

arvey, and the champion walked to his 
corner in pain, 

The referee, Mr. Jim Kenrick, again 
cautioned Tarante. When they resumed 
Harvey found difficulty in keeping his rival 
at bay, and for a time he looked unsettled. 
The champion recovered, and just before the 
bell he scored with a leit. 

i ROUND FIVE. 

More clinching, and then Harvey got in 
fine left swings to the jaw and body. ‘The 
champion peppered the coloured man’s face 
with straight lefts, and Tarante’s left eye 
looked damaged. The coloured man tried 
every move to land a damaging punch, and 
once he was successful when he scored witb 
a crashing left hook. 1 

Thev got into the middle oí the ring, and 
then Tarante weaved his way past Harvey s 
defence and sent in a rain of punchés to the 
body. The champion fell from one of the 
blows, and his seconds immediately claimed a 
“ foul.” 


The referee then stopped the contest and | 


awarded the fight to Harvey. 
: HARVEY’S CLAIM. 

Harvey said: “I was hit four times below 
the waist-line. I am sorry the fight ended 
like it did, because in my whole career--to- 
night’s fight was my 371st—I have only been 
involved in two disqualifications.’’ 

Tarante, who looked very disappointed, 
said: ‘‘I am sure I did not hit Harvey low.” 


PHILLIPS KNOCKED OUT. 


In the fight that preceded the Harvey- 
Tarante tout, Ben Foord, the South African, 
and Eddie Phillips, of Bow, gave one ot 
the best exhibitions of heavy punching seen 
this season, and the enormous amount of 
energy they put into their work in the 
first few rounds was amazing. i 

Twice Phillips was floored from rights in 
the first and second rounds, but he recovered 
magnificently.

He also referred to the appointment of 
himself as chairman and of Mr. F. §, 
Hayburn as managing director in succession 
to Mr. Kellaway. 

In dealing with the figures of the balance 
sheet and profit and loss account for 1933

In 1933 up to the 
end of June only two vessels coming within 
this category had been launched, while none 
at all were launched in the months oí 
January, February, May or June. In July, 
however, a barely: appreciable improvement 
began, with the result that in the second 
half of 1933 twenty aew ships of 1,500 tons 
and over (one-fifth of the normal) were 
launched from British shipyards, more laid 
up tonnage was recommissioned, and the lay- 
up of vessels on which the company did 
business fell from an average of 25 per cent. 
in 1952 to an average of 224 per cent. for 
1933. The improvement was neither startling 
nor spectacular, but 1t seemed to be per- 
sistent, as the lay-up of such ships was now 
reduced to 144 per cent.—about 9 per cent. 
worse than in normal times. 

In 1935 the sale of vessels to shipbreakers; 
_as well as to foreign shipowners, continued. 
| and these! dealings adversely affected the 
company's business. Another matter that 
adversely affected the company’s business 
was the modification of Government regula- 
tions concerning the fitting of auto alarms. 
In the year 1 it was laid down that ships 
of the then second class should carry auto 
alarm vs for responding to distress 
“ignals, but the Safety of Life at Sea Con- 
vention of 1929 altered the regulation in such 
manner that as from the Ist January, 1933, 
eértain ships that were already fitted with 
the apparatus were no longer required to 


have it. 
NEW BUSINESS. 

It was reported in the speech made on the 
corresponding occasion last year that the 
Marconi Sounding Device Company -was 
| making progress; that 547 orders had by 
then been secured, and that a romising 
future lay before that company. The share- 
holders would, he was sure, be gratified to 
know that that anticipation had been Justi- 
fied. To date the Sounding Device Company 
had booked nearly 900 orders and wae 
gradually achieving a satisfactory financial 
position. 

Another branch of the company’s enterpris> 
which was forging ahead was the provision of 
wireless telephony for ships. At the moment 
there were 321 ships of all kinds carrying ths 
company s wireless telephony installations. 
either as main outfits or as adjuncts to the 
ordinary wireless telegraph apparatus. 

The company continued to co-operate witi 
the General Post Office to gather experience 
and aid in the development of a wireless tele- 
phone communications network. 

There was no donbt that as, and when, 
better times returned, expansion of the com- 
pany’s business in this direction could cou. 
fidently be looked for. 

THE FRUITS OF EXPERIENCE. 

1935 had not been free from efforts on the
